Pusiic Desr QUESTION.— 
The tollowing are the remarks made 
by Mr. Worth, Senator from Ran- 
dolph, in the Senate, on Saturday 
last, pending the consideration of the 
bill for the adjustment of the public 
debt of the State: 

Mr. President.—The State Debt 
is a subject of the deepest interest to 
every reflecting man in the State. 
The earnest attention of the isla 
ture has been repeatedly called to it 
by the Governor and Ttreasurer and 
by tay | respectable paper in the 
State. Everybody expects, and pub- 
lic opinion demands, that some de- 


cided action shall be taken upon the 
subject. No specific or practical plan 


has been suggested, except occasion- 
ally you hear it proposed to repudiate 
the whole concern, and the longer 
the settlement is delayed the more 
popular repudiation becomes. I have 
given the matter my earnest and un- 
divided attention, and the result is 
the bill now before the Senate, offer- 
ed by the Committee as a substitute 
for other bills on the same subject. I 
arrived at the plan submitted by the 
enquiry, first, how much money 
‘an we in our impoverished condition 
pay: Second, how much will the 
segislature agree to pay; and third, 
what will the creditofs accept: and 
came to the following conelusion : 
That we can pay six million, and that 
the Legislature will agree to provide 
for the payment of that amount, and 
that the creditors will accept. I then 
propose to issue six millions of cou- 
pon bonds, bearing six per cent in- 
tetest, dated July Ist, 1874, to become 
due as follows ; 3500,000 July Ist, 1904, 
and 3500,000 each suceeeding July up 
to and including July Ist, 1916, to be 
ottered in exchange for the outstand- 
ing «ebts.

Now can we pay the amount? I 
have no hesitation in saying that we 
can (although a heavy burden) pay, 
and that the whole people of the 
State will cheerfully consent to get 
clear of the over-load of debt. And 
I firmly believe if the whole people 
of the State were here present, they 
would eagerly and most cheerfully 
accept the proposed compromise, 
and rejoice at the prospect of once 
more being an independent le, 
without the stain of repudiation. 
Will the creditors accept? I have no 
hesitation ,in saying they will. I 
have made constant and earnest en- 
quiry, and all hands believe they will 
promptly and cheerfully accept. All 
they want isashowing on our part | 
of an earnest disposition to pay what 
we can andto doit by prompt and 
square up, not by sending unauthor- 
ized Commissioners or offering to 
Fund, but offer the bonds with pro- 
Vision for the prompt payment of. in- 
erest and the work is done. Will the 
Legislature pass the bill? There 
willbe no escape from public con- 
demnation if we fail to do some- 
thing. TheState is smothering and 
sternly demands relief. I know that

Fruits of the Vienna Exposition. 

We have, among others, com- 
mented on the fact that North Caro- 
lina failed to take any premiums at 
Vienna ; but, as the letters copied be- 
low show, there is a good prospect 
that the exposition made of our re- 
sources there will yet bring forth 
some beneficial results. From Prof. 
IL ERR’S statement it appears there is 
a misapprehension in some quarters 
of the history and objectsof the North 
Carolina representation at Vienna, 
These were stated very explicitly in 
Pah KERR’s report to the Legisla- 

ure, 

The object was not to get premiums, 
as it was advertised all over the world 
that in order to compete for premi- 
ums, entries were required to be made 
before June 10th, and the North 
Carolina expedition did not start 
until July 2nd. 

The object was stated in the resolu- 
tion of the Assembly, authorizing the 
enterprise to be: to place on exhibi- 
tion at Vienna, maps, descriptions 
and collections, to illustrate the re- 
sources and products of North Caro- 
lina. 

This was done as explained in the 
report, partly at the expense of the 
Geological Survey, ($1 000) and partly 
at the expense of “several publie 
-pirited citizens,” over $1 

‘The colleetion, which contained 
nearly all the characteristic and val- 
uable minerals and agricultural pro- 
duets of the State, was examined by 
at least a million of people, the most 
intelligent and enterprising on the 
continent, and from all continents, 
and more than 15,000 pamphlets, 
maps, and other documents were dis- 
tributed. 

The results of the extensive adver- 
tisement of ourStateamong thousands 
of people, and all the nations of the 
world, will of course reveal them- 
selves slowly and in a thousand ways.
